Wlien the news of 
her rescue, after six days and nights dt 
expoNui-e and lack of nourishment 
spivad through the tovrn, hundreds of 
pienple olowded about the Btret<-her on 
which she was being carried to see li< r. 

It is considerea almost minwulous 
that she should have remaineil alive so 
long. The ruin and cold were enoii;:li 
tu kill her without the bruises and 
wounds wUoh she fecaived during the 
flooil.

In Cobnm there is not one gootl house- 
left standing.

The charge 
against Dr. Cronin was treason, and 
cotisisted in reading 1x>,fore Camp 96 a 
circuloi- sent out by an exj)elle(l camp. 

Tlio witness saul he proferrofl and 
wrote ont the charges himself. He had 
an emphatic negative answer for every 
question, intimating that some one else 
asked or ordered oi- directed him to 
make the charges. He was positive in 
assuming the whole re^pon8ibility for 
making the idnu'ges. He was not an 
oifiwr in the order and did not hear Dr. 
Cronin r(>atl tli«' circidai-. hut visiting 
Dr. Cronin's camp soon after it was 
read, he heard it talkenl about, and 
knowing that the reading of such a cir- 
cular was contrary to the rules of the 
order, he pK fc i red the cliarges. 

Lawyer Isles was the next witness, 
and snid that in the summer of 1887 Dr. 
Cronin had consiUted with him profes- 
sionally, and hod told him that ae had 
evidence that a conspiraov against him 
oxistoil iu this oity. William Starkey 
had asked him to testify as on expert in 
a certain case, and an attorney had 
cross-examined him with great minute- 
ness as to liis early life. About the same 
time Cronin's sister had written her 
brother from Catherines, stating that 
two men had called on her recently ami 
questioned her in regard to him, suyiug 
tliat it concerned Oi'onin greatly in a 
case in New York. Cronin wrote'to Xew 
York and found that no such case exist- 
ed. "At lait, " contiuued witness, "the 
doctor mm^ied up and exclaimed: 'Alex- 
ander SulUvanisas black as h i. He 
aijd other are trying to niin my reputa- 
tion and failing in tluit, tliev will seek 
niv life.' 

Ijuke Dillon, of Philadeliihia, was the 
first witiiess after recess. He knew I>r. 
Cronin intimately as an unselfish. ])ati i- 
otii! and useful nian in the Irish move- 
ments. Dr. Cronin had told him that 
it was Alexander .Sullivan's ambition to 
rule, both in Irish and Americ^in poli- 
tics, anil that this ambition would be 
the cause of Dr. (Jroiiiu's death. Dr. 
(!roniij had exjires.sed himself as be- 
lieving that Alexander Hullivan had no 
more bloiMl ill him thiin a fish. The 
witnt'ss thought at that time that the 
doctor had Alexander Sullivan on the 
brani. and that Sullivan was only an 
ordinary villain. Ue had (;hangeu his 
mind, however. At the time that .Alex- 
ander Sullivan. Boland and r\>< ley were 
tried in BuH'alo, Sullivan had protested 
against Dr. (Cronin sitting on the trial 
committee, in such laii^juage that lit; be- 
lieve<l .Vlcxaiidi'r Hnllivau res^Huisible 
for the murder, if mtt principal ui it. 

The remainder of the session was 
given to the testimony of ,Iohn F. 
O'.Malley mid Lawrence B. Bucikley, 
who Were iiK nilM'rs of the committee 
that tried and e\|>elled Dr. (Jronin. 
Their testimony (diciteil no new facts, 
iH'ing contiiied to siuih details concern- 
ing tlio composition of the oonuuittee 
and its action aa khaj ohoaa tomMm- 

ber. 



THROUGH A BimNINQ TRS8TLC. 



■■Ctae. Malt and Bacva«e Can go Down, 
bnt the Passengers Saved. 

BiBMiN-flUAU, Ala., Junes.— A fright- 
ful dis.is'ei and great loss of life was 
averted yest<.'rday morning by the pres- 
ence of mind of a brave tnigineer. The 
south bound fast e.xpress train on the 
A., G. H. road ran into a burning trestle 
sixty-live miles south of tliis t;ity, at 'i 
o'clock. The engine, mail and baggage 
oars went down with the burning tresth', 
but the two p a s senger ooaohes and Hue,- 
eleejM'rs, containing over one huudi-ed 
people, vv i-re savecU 

^^^Iie trestle was of wooil, and about 
170 feet in length and forty feet at the 
highest |ioint. Tlie trestle was only 
fifty feet south of a sliarpcurve. As the 
train rounded this curve at a high rata 
of stx>ed, the engineer saw the trestle in 
flames. Ro reverseil his engine, applied 
the air-brakes and after blowing a 
dianger signal leaped for his life. The 
fireman, mail, baggage and express 
agents all lcai)ed in time and escaped 
with a few bruises. As soon as the 
engine reacheil the thickest of tiie 
flames the ti'cstle gave way. 

The eugine and mail and baggage cars 
went down with a orasli, but tno coaches 
st(mi}e<l at the edge of the tiro. The 
baaly frighteueil pa.s.sengers climhod out 
and pushed that port of the train which 
remained on the truck back out of reach 
of the flames. The niinl and b^gage 
cars were soon buruuil to ashes. TuA 
posseugi'i f were much frightened, bu* 
escaped uidiurt About half the tres^ ' 
— destroyed.
